The astronomicsl difficnlty of the question 18
pounceted with an interesting peculiarity of
lunnr mwotlon, into which we mne d not now
entor. Until this pecuharity had been mastered,
whilch has ouly happened gquite recently, Baily's
supposition that the eclipse must have occurred
in the year 000 B. C,, was uccepted as the best

the Greeke, niter passing Larissa, reached an-
other deserted oity called Mesplla, Layard hus
identified Lariesn with the modern Nimroud,
wheare there still exist the very ruing described
by Xenophou; Mespila he identites with the
modern Mosul, Of couree L s impossible to
doubt thut a total eclipse of Lthe sun, and not the
mere concealment of the sun under & cloud, was
the cause of the city’sa cupture. The Astronomer
Royul bus shown that this interesting event
ocourred on May 10, 656 B. C.

Auother celipse has been examined by the
Astronomer Roval, which had given great
troulle to histerinns, This irthe echpsa which
took place when Xerxes was adyvuncing with his
army from Surdis to Abydos, Herodotas relates
that fust oa the army wie settivg forth the sun
suddenly disa wed from its place tn the
beavene, though there were no clouds, aud the

gky was perfectiy clear; “Lhns,” says he, *‘the
day was turned into night," Mr. Alry, however,
relers this deseription 1o the totid eclip=e of the
ynoon, which took plaes on March 13, 478 8. 0.
No totul ecilpsa of the sun appenrs to be recon-
cilalile with the account of Herodotus, mmd
therefore it seems reasonuble to infer that there
15 an error of some sort i his narrative.

It Is sinuular how often the oceurrence of a
total eclipse is conuected with the military and
naval undertnkings of ancient nations, Most of
onr readers must remember the nurrative ot the
totnl colipse which seriously threateuned the
success of the cxpedition of the Athenians
under Pericies against the Lacedemontans.
“The whole teet was In rendiness, and Pericles
on bourd his owa galley, when bhere happened
an eolipse el the sun. The sudden darkness was
looked upon ux an unfavornble omen, und threw
the sallors into the grestest consternatlon.
Tericles, obscrving that the pilot was mach
astonished and perplexed, took his eloak, and
baving coyvered hin eyes with it, adked Wim I he
found sonythiug terrible In that, or considered
itnsa bad pressge? Upon bis answering in
the neigutive, Dericles said, *‘Where is the dif-
ference, then, between this and the other, ax-
cept that something bigger than my cloak causes
the |'='|!|i-d-" .

But, perhaps, the most interesting of all the
problems with which auclent eclipses have

uppried our modern astronomers, is that whickh
L= conneeted with what is termed the eclipsejot

Acathoeles,  After his defeat by the l'urlh}-
nuiang, Agathocles was besteged by then in
fyrucuse.  But taking advautage of 4 relaxi

fion In the vigilance ot the blockading fleet,
ocensioned by the approach of a fleet which had

been sent for his relief, he quitted Syracuse,
and passing over into  Afrnea, Wn_l('xl for
four yeurs o euceessful war  against the

Carthaglaian forces, 1tis related by Diodorus
Hiculus tlint the voyaze to Africa oeropied six
days, and that on the second day ol the journey
an eclipse occurred, during which the darkoess
was #0 great that stars became visible n all
directious. There can be no doubt, therclora,
that the eclipse wns a totel one, Butit has
been found ditlicult to reconcile this nccolnt
with the calculnted path of the moun's shadow
Auring the total eclipse which corresponds with
the listorical aud chronologienl detsils of she
event. [sily's edlculation of the eclipse Lhrew
the shadow about two hundred miles from the
most southerly position which ean possibly
have been attained by Agathoo!es on the second
day of e journey from 8yracose. The labors
of the Astronomer Royal, founded on improved
tables of the lunar wotions, have besn more
successfaly and he has shown that the northern
limit ot the zone of total shadow must have
iasseld some sevenuty or elghty miles south of

It is related by Philostra‘ns, in his “Life of
Apolloniug,” that & singular phenomenon pres
e¢eded and nopnounced the death of the Emperor
Pomitian., *“A certuin crown, resembling the
Irie, surrounded the suu's dise snd hid Lis
Hent,” We cannot doubt that relerance is hore
mude to a totul eclipse of the san, and caloula-
tion shows Lthat suel an eclipse oceurred o the
year ninety-five of our Lord.

We pass to the record of eclipses which have
gccurred more recently.

Willinm of Malmesbury relates that the
eclipse of August 2, 1183, presaged the death of
Heopry 1. “The eicments showed thelr gref,
ho =ays, “'al the passing away of this great
For on that sy sun hid his resplendesut
fuce ut the sixth hoar, In fearfal durkpess, dis-
turbing men’s minds by hils eclipse.”

Atnongst all the eclipeea hitharto mentioned
Vicre 18 only ooe, viz,, the eclipie of Thales,
Which 8 eompnratide with that of August 17,
Aud among wore recent eclipses there s only
one a\lier nppronelimg o magaiode. This
eclipse, whiteh ocourred on June 17, 1433, was

Tn a similar way the
dny of the toral eelipse of 1662 wae pamed AMrk
Monday by the people of Beotiand, sad although
fhe eclipse has long since been forgotten, the
expression is slll used 1 many parts of that
country.

It is “singular that none of the eclipses we
bave recorded had led to any observations of
gny value to the phymeal inguirer, Modern
eclipses, on the econtrary, derive their chlef
interest from obeervations of this sort,

In the total echpse of 1506, which was ob.
served at Montpellier and s varlety of olther
Maces in Weslern and Central Furope, the
iight stars Aldebaran 'and Capells, mui the
ancts Venus, Mercury, and Saturn wore visible
o the nuked eve, “Dats lew about as they do
at durk. Fowls and pigeons flew hastily to their
raoets, Cage birds were silent, and bhid thelr
beads nuder their wings, Animals ot labor in
the fields stood still,”  Duillier relates that
at Geneva the Council were compelled to
cloee their deliberations, ss they could see
neither to read mnor write, “lu many
places people fell prostrate ou the ground, and
irayed with earncsiness, Imagining that the
uy of Judiement was come, From the tops of
the Swies mouninlus as many slars were seen
ns At the time of full moon. " A peculinr color
overspread the sky, resembling opolthor the
darkness of night nor the mixed colors of the
twillght sky. Even those who were prepared
for the speotnele were appalled by the solemn
gloom which fell npon the fmoe of nature,”

Hulley spenks in similur terms of the last total
eclipze which wus vizible In Londou. It took
place in the year 1716, “I ferbear,” says Fal-
ley, “to mention the chill and damp which
attended the doarkness of this eclipse, of which
most epectators were fensible and equally
judges, Nor shall T trouble you with the con-
cern that appeared in all sorts of animals, birds,
beasts, and shes, upon the extinetion of the
gup, since ourselves could hardly bebold it

| without some sen<e of borror”?

The eclipeo of May 2, 1739, §s remarkable as
belng the first in which the sine alar appesarances
termed the *‘red prominences” wore observad,

| “Four spols of o reddish coler were acen near

the Hmb of the mwoon, but not in immediate
contact with it.” The chief interest sttending
the obeervation of totul eclipses is at present
centred on these mysterious protuberances, It
hng been shown very clesrly shut they beloug to
the sun, but what they may be, or whst tremen.
dous processes going on within his atmosplere
they may be held to iudicate, remaing as yet
unkuoown, Itis hoped that the long duration of
the totality ol the approaching eclipse, aud the
eircumetances thut 1t will be possible to observe
the eclipse at several points along the shadow's
track (which 1t will be remem bered 14 upwards
of 8000 miles long) will enuble astronomers to
gain rome knowledee respecting the red promi-
nences, Yol more bopeful is the fact that now.
for the firat time, the subtle analytical power of
the most wondertu! instroment of rescarch yet
invented—the speciroscope— will be applied to
examine Lthe strange solnr exoresconces,

We pnss over several tolal eelipacs to the first
of those which have been made the object of
rolentiflec expeditions, The eoplipse of July &,
1842, whiech was visible In the north of Iisly,
and in parts of France, Germany, nnd Rusaia,

nroused an luteuse intere<t among Buropesn
aalronomoers, The loading obietvers of
Franee, linly, Fingland,  Germany, and

Russia repaired to varlous suitable
along the track of centeal eclipse.
went to Perpignan, M. Valz to  Murseilles,
M. Petit to Montpellier; M. Carlini went to
Milan; MM. Suntim and Conti to Padua: the
Astronemer Royul went to Superza, Bally fo
Puavius MgSchumacher nnd Litiron awaited the
eclipse at Vicons: and, Instly, the Russian ob-
gervers, O. Struve aud Schidlowski, went to
Lipesk, All these observers werse fortunate o
ohtaiving excellent views of the phenomenou.
We shall quote M. Arago's interesting  desorip-
tion of the ncourrence: —

unwell nloue remaiped within doors, As soon
as m:ly begau 1o break, the population
covered the terraces and battlements of the

town, as well as all the little eminences o
the nelghborhood, in hopes of obtaining a view
of the sun 05 he ascended above the horlzon.
At the eitadel we had uuder our eyes, bosides
numerous croups of citizens established on the
glopes, a body of =oldiers ubout to be reviewed,
The hour of the commencement of the eclinee
drew nigh, More than twenty thousuud persons,
wilh smoked glasses in thelr hands, were ¢x-
amining the radiant globe projocted npon nn
nzure sky. Although armed with our powerful
telescopes, we hand  hardly began to discern the
smnll potelh on the western limb of the sun,
when an  fmwense exelamation, ftormoed
by the blendinge fogether of twenty thousand
dilferent volees, announced to us thal we
had anticapated, by ouly u few seconds, the
observation made witk the upaided eye by
twenty thousand aslvgpomers equipped for the
occnsion, whose firat@esay this waue. A lively
curicsity, a spirit of cmulation, the dedire of pot
being outdone, had the privilege of giving to the

| natural vision an unusasl power of peneiration,

During the interval that clapsed botweon this
moment aud the almost total disappearance of
the sun, we remarked nothinge worthy of relation
in the counteénanuces of #0 wany speciators,  Buat
when the sun, reduced to a very narrow filament,
begnu to throw upon the horizon ouly & very
feeble light, n sort of uneusiness seized upon all;
every person felt a desive to commumicate his
impressions to those around i, Hoence arose
a deep murmur, resembling that sent forth by
ths distant ovean after a tempest, The hom of
voices luereased in intensity as the enlar crescent
grew more slender; at length the crescent disap:
peared, darkuess suddenly sueceeded lght, and
s absolute silenca marked this phoase ol the
cclipse, with as  great precision as dud
the pendulum of our usironomicsl clock, The
phenomenon o ils mugniticenee had trinvmphed
over the petulauce ol youth, over the levity
which certuin persons nssuime= as n algn of supe-
riority, over the poisy indilfercuce of which
soldiers usuully muke mofession, A prolouod
stilluess aleo relgoed la the ulrg the birds hnd
#ing. Afier wn “olemn

iiierval ol

tinnspoits of joy, slhiouls ol enthuslustic np-
plause, enluted with the same accord, the same
spontsucous feeliog, the first reappearance of
the rays of the sto. To n eondition of melun-
choly, produced by scotiments of an indeipable
nature, there suvercded o lively and intelligible
feehing of endsfaction, which uo one sousht to
escaps lrom or moderate the impulses ot; to the
mujority of the public the phenomenon had
arcived at 118 term, The other phases of the
echipse had few atienlive gpectutors,
persons gpecially devoted 1o sstronomical pur-
sulrs,”

Remarkable cflects were produced on birds
and animals by the suddep darkness  Bats and
owls ciune oul from 1heir rerreats: domeste
fowl went Lo roost; and swallows were seized
with so gieat o terror thut In some pluces they
woere caught in the streets, A herd of oattle
grozing in the Belds vear Montpellier "“formed
themsglves lulo w clrcle, (beir hoewds diveeted

outwarda, a8 if 10 resist an attnck.? Hourses
sud oxen employed n the fields oensed
lrom thelr Inbors when the sun  was
totally  cclipved, and lay down, uelther
whip npor sper avatling to induce them to
resume their wobk unul the sun's Helit returoed.

colipse,” savs Signor PViola, “‘contain rellections

body, and whose subsequent withdrawal in an
Insant operated like a resurrection —all this
produced on the mind a mixture of profound
and Indefineble impressions whieh it will be
pleasing to hold long in remembrance.” lb!"l

Siuce the tetal eclipse of 1842 there have oaly
occurred two whicth have atiractod special
notice among Kuropean astronomers. One is
the eclipse of July 18, 1851, which was visible In
Bweden; Lthe other i (e eclipse of July 18, 1560,
which was visible {u Spaiu, snd led to the inle-
resting “Himalaya expedition.”

The totailty lasted nearly twice as long in the
eclipse of 18561 ua In that of 1842, The Astronomer
Bosal, who had witnessed the earlier eclipse,
was one of a distingalshed company which left
Eunzlaud lor Sweden to observe the eclipse of
1861. “1 bave mo means of nzeertaining,” he
writes, “whether the darkness roally was
greater in the elipse of 1844, 1 am ineclined to
think that in the wonderful, and I may say
appalling, obscarity, | saw the grey granite
hills, within sight of Hvalas, more distinetly
thun the darker country surrounding the
Buperan,

“But whether beeanse, in 1851, the sky was
much less clouded than in 1842 (so that tha
transition was from a more luminons state of
sky to a darkness pearly equal in both cases,)
or from whatever eause, the suddenncss of the
durkness in 16851 appearcd to be much more
etriking than In 1842, My friends who were on
the upper rock, to which the path was very
good, hud great difficnlty in descending. A
candle bLad been lighted in alantern about a
quarter of an hour before the totality: and M,
Husse'gren was unable toread the minutes of
the chronometer's Mmee withont huving the Jou-
tern held elose to the ehronometer,”

During thig eclipse the red prominences weore
seen with remurkable distinetpess,  Alry at
Gottenburg, Hind and Dawes at Ravelshurg,
Lussell at the Trollhatten Falls, and other ob-
servers took drawings of these remarkable ap-
pearances: and the agroement between the
drawings is such as to lenve no doubt of the
care with which these observers examined and
recorded what theysaw, Round ove part of the
black limb of the moon there was seen n fer-
rated band of rose-pink light, in another place
a pyramidal red mouniain, in a third n corved
streak of red light formed like a Torkish scime-
tar, and I 8 fourth a red detached eloud,
which Airy and Lassell etare fs
nearly circular in form, while Hind and Dawes
represent it as triangulur.  No doubl conld exist
thut these objects belouged to the sun and not
fo the moon, sivce the moon wns seco to tra-
verse them, inromuch that on the side townrds
which she was moving their sititude diminished,
while on the opposite side they grow larger
until the appesrance of the sun’s dise in this
l’ltﬂr’b]‘l(lﬂlﬁu f obliterated them through excess
of light.

The observers were especinlly gtruck by the
perfent distinctuness with which these remark-
able appearances were exhibited,  **1 hud heard
them deseribed ns but faint phenomenn,” saya
Laussell, **My surprise and sstonishmeunt may
therefore be well imugined when the view pre-

gented itsellfl to my eyes which T am ahout to
degeribe, In the middle of the (telescapic)
fleld was the body of the moon, rendernd
visible envugh by the Deht of the coronn
attended by the apparent projections,
These prominences wire  of  the most
brilliunt Jake color—a splendid pink gnite

defined and bard, They appeared to me 1o be
1ot quiescent; but the moon passing over them,
aud therofore exhibiting them in diferent
phase, might convey an idea of motion, They
were evidently to my sensis belonging to the
sun, and not at ull to the moon: for e pecially
on the western stde of the sun, I observed that
the moon passed over them, révesling sucoes-
slve portions of them &s it advauced. In con-
formity with this observation al:o, I observed
only the sammit of one on the eastern side,
though my friends, observing in adjoining
rooms, had seen at least two; the time oceapled
by me in observing with the naked eye not
hnvivg allowed me to repair again to the tele-
scope until the moon had covered one aund
threedfourths of the other. ., . . The firs
burst of light from the emergent sun wis ex
actly in the pluce of the c¢hie! western flame
which it instantly extinguished.”
